.UNITED STATES STEEL
LEADS THE ADVANCE.

Hallway Earnings Show Improve-
ment Encouraging

Speculation.

New York. Sept. 26. Both strength and
breath were manifest In the dealings In
stocks y. and thq market as a whole
represented clearly a revival from the
drooping tendency of. the latter part o
last week.

The strength ana activity were not so
much congested In special stocka as re-
cently and the market had a certain ap
pemrance oX quiet far tlie creator part of
th day-.- This was accounted for by the
fact that ihe opening prices reprtsented
a large part of tho gains and prices of ths
prominent stocks Tvers-prtxlcal- mo-

tionless 'or a Ion:-- time nftr-t- h cpen-in- g.

Less prominent stocks were sought
out meanwhile to bring them up to a level
proportionate) with the leaders.

There "was no alarming news concerning
the crops and prices In the cpmroodlty
markets moved downwards. This was a
reassuring influence on the whole list.'
Every day which passes without damage
adds materially to the feeling of security
over the crops, owing to the near ap-
proach of the period of maturing of the
corn crop.

V. S. STEEI LEADS.
